Report of Health Officer. 

The following is a synopsis of the report of the Health Officer for the month ending May 31, 1904: 

The District Health Officers have made personal examinations of school premises, lying-in hospitals, "baby farms," car 
houses, lodging houses (alleged to be overcrowded), theaters and public halls, as follows: 

District No. 1 45 visits 

District No. 2 160 visits 

District No. 3 14 visits 

They have also conducted an investigation in the matter of the origin of communicable diseases. The number of cases 
investigated were as follows: 

District No 1 40 cases 

District No. 2 125 cases 

District No. 3 129 cases 

In many instances the spread of contagion was averted by tracing the source of disease to contaminated wells and springs 
and infected milk. The original source of infection was discovered in many instances. 

During the month of May, the following number of visits were made by our city physicians in attendance at hospitals, jails 
and to the indigent sick: 

Dr. T. A. Rottanzi Number patients treated, 140; Number treatments given, 366 

Dr. G. P. Purlenky Number patients treated, 237; Number treatments given, 76 

Dr. Beatrice M. Hinkle Number patients treated, 127; Number treatments given, 129 

During the month a rigid inspection of the dairies and dairy depots in the City and County of San Francisco was inaugurated 
by the Health Officer, with the result that an official statement has been issued that no dairy in the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco be considered sanitary. The inspection of dairies was also carried on by the officials of this Department in the Counties of 
Marin and San Mateo.

Marin County 38 

San Mateo County 18

Dear Sir: — I herewith submit a report for month of May of work accomplished in Chinatown. 

All of the wood flooring, ceiling and partitions of the cellars beneath the buildings situated on the east side of Bartlett Alley 
from Jackson to Pacific Streets and of those premises situated on that portion of the same block bounded by Jackson, Pacific, Dupont 
and Bartlett Alley have been completely torn out and destroyed at the dump by fire. 

The disinfecting crew in Chinatown disinfected 3,676 places using 18 drums of chloride of lime and 7 barrels of carbolic acid. 

A large number of rats were caught or destroyed in this section during the wrecking of the cellars. 

Work of concreting is rapidly progressing and within a couple of weeks the entire block will be finished.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 

The following is a synopsis of the report of the Health Officer for the month ending July 31, 1904 : 

A reorganization of the different divisions under your jurisdiction has taken place in accordance with the budget appropriation 
for the current fiscal year. A readjustment of the duties of the several clerks in the central office has taken place, but no change in 
the personnel of the force has been made. 

I regret to report a serious crippling of the work of this division owing to the limited appropriation allowed especially for it. 
Our quarantine work has been seriously hampered by reason of the enforced dismissal of two of our inspecting physicians for the 
above stated cause. The entire work of quarantining against communicable diseases is now performed by two physicians. 

We will find it a difficult task to deal effectively with the proper quarantine regulations enforced by our rules and by ordin- 
ances of the Board of Supervisors and by the sanitary laws of the State of California. I fear we will be seriously handicapped in 
dealing with this particular phase of our department work when communicable diseases are likely to increase, as they generally do, in 
the fall and winter seasons. It may be necessary to enlist the good offices of the medical profession of this city and county of San 
Francisco, to aid us in this important work and to protect the good name of our city in dealing with communicable diseases. 

We are also compelled to abandon the work of investigating the source and avenues by which communicable diseases originate 
and spread, by reason of a want of an appropriation for the employment of District Health Officers, to whom this work was 
formally assigned. We are also compelled to abandon the work of factory and workshop inspection, and the work of bath, bakery 
and laundry inspection. During the preceding six months the Department obtained valuable statistics as to the conditions surround- 
ing these establishments and were able to compel better sanitation in these premises, i. e., better light, better ventilation, better 
toilet conveniences, etc. 

Dairy Inspection — The work of dairy inspection, from which we expected to accomplish much during the coming year, has 
also been seriously crippled by reason of the limitation of funds, and also by limitation of the powers of the Board of Health in 
dealing with its funds as in its judgment it decided. This is unfortunate, as your Honorable Board had inaugurated a crusade 
against the filthy dairies, and especially as the public, whose eyes have been centered upon this movement, who look to the Health 
Board to protect them from the dangers of an unclean milk supply, will be the losers. However, your Health Officer and your 
Chief Inspecting Physician promises, by individual effort, to make up for this deplorable deficiency. 

For the work in our plumbing division, market inspection division, disinterment and disinfection divisions, I refer you to 
the appended report of the Chief Inspecting Physician. 

The work of food inspection for the month of July has been carried on in our laboratories. The particular food products 
under examination during the month were cream, milk and candies. We expect to present some very interesting information in 
this regard. This is the only kind of food inspection that is effective and justify fully the judgment of your Board in placing 
food inspection under the laboratory department. 

Again we find ourselves handicapped in the prosecution of this very important work by reason of the limitation put upon 
our Department by the action of the Board of Supervisors in instructing the Auditor not to allow the demands for this work unless 
it be carried on as formerly, and which system of inspection was abolished by your Board after a complete investigation and a 
trial of six months of the work as formerly done. 

With the hope that in a short time some of the difficulties which now darken the horizon of your expectations and your hopes 
will have passed away, and that you may be permitted to enjoy the twilight calm of a well-spent endeavor in noble work, I have 
the honor to submit myself,

one-half drums of chloride of lime. The Department submitted to the Bacteriological Laboratory for examination 211 rats caught 

in this quarter during the month. Result not fully tabulated to date. 

All of that portion of Chinatown east of Dupont street, with the exception of the structures between Commercial and 

Clay streets, have been gutted, and the work of cementing the basements is now complete.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 



To the Honorable the Board of Health : 



San Francisco, Cal., October 1, 1904. 
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Gentlemen— 1 have the honor to submit my report for the month of September, 1904. 

I call the attention of your Honorable Board at this time to the diminution of communicable diseases in this 
city and county of San Francisco. There has been not a single case of variola reported for a period of nearly three months. 
Varicella is also on the decline. Scarlatina is relatively less prevalent than in the corresponding period for the last ten years. 
Diphtheria is also on the wane. Reports on cases of tuberculosis are not probably complete, but with the adoption by the 
Board of Supervisors of an amendment to the ordinance relating to notifiable disease, and which will include tuberculosis, 
we will have more exact statistics. Measles and whooping cough are also on the decline. Infant mortality has been 
reduced during the last three months by 30 per cent. I attribute this improved condition to two factors, namely, the 
effects of school inspection and the results of dairy inspection, and the agitation in the public mind demanding a purer 
milk supply. 

I wish to compliment the chief surgeon of the Emergency Hospital, assistant surgeons and subordinates of the 
Emergency Hospital for the zeal displayed in their work during the convening in this city of the organizations Knights 
Templar and Odd Fellows. Extra work was performed by each and every employe, and extra time was devoted by the 
chief sursreon to provide against emergencies during the time when the city was filled with visitors. Not a single case of 
neglect, nor a single accident happened in the work of this department during these conventions. 

The work in our chemical laboratory pertaining to the analyses of milk, cream, candies, and other food products 
has been more or less hampered by reason of the time devoted by the chemist to the stomach analyses and toxicological 
examinations emanating from the Coroner's office. The attention of the Supervisors should be called to this to the end 
that in the next budget provisions should be made for the chemical work connected with the Coroner's Department, so that 
such work w r ill not interfere with the exactions of our Health Department. During the month analyses of milk, fresh 
cream, canned creams, coloring matters of candies, and shrimps were made, as shown in the appended report. 

Of the twenty-seven arrests made by order of your Honorable Board at the last meeting for the adulteration of 
cream, I wish to report the present status. Cases have been postponed several times. Only two trials were held, and 
the result of these will not be given out until October 1st. The other cases are still in abeyance. During the week I made 
a personal inspection, in company with the chief inspecting physician, of some fifteen dairies in the city and county of 
San Francisco, and the dairy inspectors have been active and vigilant in their inspection of dairies during the month. 
On September 15, of the present month, Dairy Ordinance No. — went in to effect, and our inspection is to determine the 
condition of dairies under the existing rules. I am pleased to report that there is evidence of general improvement, and 
evidence of a desire of most of the dairymen to comply with the requirements of our department. This is most noticeable 
in the sanitary condition of the milking sheds, and chiefly in the construction of the milk or cooling room. We also 
notice the milk buckets, which formerly stood upon the stable floor, are suspended on hooks or placed upon the shelf at 
least three feet above the floor, and that the dairymen have placed a cover upon these buckets, one-half of which can be 
reverted by means of a hinge when the milk is poured into them, and which is closed immediately thereafter. 

There are two problems which confront the dairymen, or dairy owners, namely, a control of their milk drivers and 
of their milkers. This help is unionized, and they seem to resent some of the requirements of the new ordinance, namely, 
the covering of the milk cans on wagons during delivery, and the care of the clothing and hands of the milkers. But the 
president of the milkers, Frank Bricker, seems to realize the obligations of the milkers as a body in observing the require- 
ments of the Health Department, and he, at the regular meetings of the Milkers' Union, takes pride in instructing the 
men upon the requirements exacted of them. This is to be commended, as it is in line with the policy of the Board to inaugu- 
rate and maintain a campaign of education in the dairy problems. The following dairies were visited, with the report of 
the condition of each attached: 

These dairies are also rated as regards their sanitary condition, the condition of the milk, herd, water supply, health, 
etc., which is submitted in a separate report, and which will be posted upon the bulletin board, published in the monthly 
bulletin, as hereinafter specified. 

I would recommend the condemnation and vacation of the following dairies and dairy depots : 

The dairy of J. Lapachet is so filthy that nothing but the vacation of the premises and destruction of the sheds 
will remedy the manifold evils. Here we have bad lighting, bad ventilation, bad flooring, insufficient drainage, general sur- 
roundings filthy, cattle corrals filthy, etc., so that milk from this dairy should be quarantined and the permit to sell or offer 

for sale milk in San Francisco should be revoked. This dairy is situated on the border line between San F 1 : — ^»nd San 

Mateo counties. A part of the premises are in San Mateo county, so that probably action by the Board vaca- 

tion proceedings might be invalid, but the remedy lies with the board to quarantine the milk and to re^ by 

which the owner sells milk in San Francisco. 



The dairy of Barrillias, situated on the southeast end of a peninsula adjoining Hunter's Point, is exposed to sewage 
contamination from adjacent dairies, and from the overflow of a broken sewer in that region. It is situated in a quagmire, 
and the conditions of the sheds, the premises, etc., is, to put it in a charitable way, very deplorable. I would recommend 
that this dairy be condemned, and that the permit to sell milk from this dairy be revoked. 

It is with regret that I make this recommendation, as the present owner has had the plant but a few months. The 
former owner, whose dairy was rated as filthy some four months ago, has sold out. In a general way I would recommend 
in all kindliness and due consideration to property interest and property rights, that the dairy industry should not be 
permitted to exist upon this portion of the peninsula. There are no pasture ground, the hills are barren, it is within short 
distance of the tidewaters of the southern end of the bay, exposed to our winds and fogs, and general climatic and soil 
conditions seem inimical to the raising and the maintenance of a healthy dairy herd. 

The attention of the Health Department is called to the sale and exposure for sale of shrimps, which were caught in 
the Bay of San Francisco, adjacent to the slaughterhouses of Baden and Butchertown. On investigation of the records 
it was found that the Board of Health, in August, 1899, after an analysis of the sanitary conditions of these grounds and 
a chemical analysis of the shrimps caught upon these grounds had ordered the arrest of persons offering or exposing for 
sale these particular shrimps. It seems that this order was obeyed for nearly five years, but with the opening of the season 
for shrimp catching, September 1, 1904, there was a violation of the order already in existence. Hence, notice was sent 
to interested parties calling their attention to this order and warning them of its violation. There are property rights 
connected with these shrimp catching privileges which your Honorable Board will recognize, and while it is not within the 
province of the Board of Health to issue or revoke permits, yet it exercises jurisdiction over the food product. The 
entire subject of shrimp catching on the bay and the condition of the oyster beds will be fully reported at a subsequent 
meeting, so that the public will be informed as to the true condition existing. 

The portable sterilizer recommended by the Board of Health, and the construction of which, with a motor attach- 
ment, was ordered by the Board of Supervisors on July 1, is under progress and nearing completion. With the chief inspect- 
ing physician I visited the works and found the main work almost complete. There are minor details of finishing, such as 
the attachment of hose, of springs, painting, etc., to be completed. It is stated by the constructors that the apparatus will 
be in working order in three weeks from this day.

REPORT OF SANITARY WORK (CHINESE QUARTER).

To the Honorable the Board of Health : 

Gentlemen— During the month of September the wrecking crew in the Chinese district completed the work of tearing 
out the cellars on the north side of Jackson street, between Stockton and Dupont, including the alleys Duncombe and 
Jackson Court. Work of concreting the same is rapidly progressing. 

During the month there were 3,734 places disinfected by the disinfecting crew, for which purpose 160 pounds of 
bichloride of mercury, 160 pounds of salt and five drums of chloride of lime were used. 

In addition to this work there were 308 rats caught; sixty blocks were covered with rat poison, and the sewers were 
flushed seventy-six times.

RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF APPLICANTS FOR CERTIFICATES AS MASTER PLUMBERS. 

1. Section 52— No person shall receive a license as a master plumber who has not attained the age of twenty-one 
years and has an established place of business in the city and county of San Francisco. 

2. Section 54— No license shall be granted to any person making application to become registered as master or jour- 
neyman plumber, unless said person shall have first passed a satisfactory examination by the Board of Health of his qualifi- 
cations to conduct the business of master plumber, or to practice his trade as a journeyman plumber. Said examination 
shall be held upon the first and third Fridays of each month at 1 :30 p. m., in the rooms of the Board of Health. 

3. The examination shall be conducted by a board of examiners, composed of five (5) master plumbers, the health 
officer, chief inspecting physician, or some representative of the Board of Health. 

4. The Board of Health will recognize the appointment by the Master Plumbers' Association of the representative 
examiners from that body, upon receipt of a communication from the secretary of the Master Plumbers ' Association, notify- 
ing the board of such appointment. 

5. Applicants taking two successive examinations and failing to pass, must wait until a period of six months has 
elapsed before he is permitted to take another examination. 

6. Applicants must file their applications with the deputy health officer within twenty-four hours of the time set for 
holding the examination.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 

San Francisco, November 1, 1904. 
To the Honorable the Board of Health : 

Gentlemen— I herewith submit my report for the month of October, 1904. 

Pursuant to the plan inaugurated by your Honorable Board in the crusade for pure milk, I have up to date visited 
thirty-five dairies in this city and county. Eighteen of these inspections were made for the purpose of giving specific instruc- 
tions to the owners thereof as to the manner of work required to comply with the Dairy ordinance. Seventeen of these 
inspections were for the purpose of inspecting work already under way, and in nearly every instance an earnest endeavor 
was being made to comply with our rules. 

Working on this same line, some 750 communications calling attention to the specific section of the Dairy ordinance 
prohibiting the use of the milk can by restaurants and hotels for the heating of milk or any other purpose except as a 
container, were delivered. Much good has already resulted from this procedure. 

The various inspectors have, during the month, brought into the oftice for examination 143 samples of milk and 6 
samples of cream, making a total of 149. Ten of these were found below the standard; warrants were ordered sworn to for 
the arrests of the offenders, the results of this are still incomplete in that six cases are pending in the police courts; four 
others that were tried were dismissed, and this principally from a lack of special prosecution. In this behalf it might be w r ell to 
again mention, although the fact is already known to your Honorable Board, the necessity of a trained legal adviser who 
could devote his entire time to this particular class of cases. 

The chemical laboratory examined, during the month, fourteen samples of flavoring extract ; tw r o of Jamaica ginger for 
the purpose of determining the presence of wood alcohol or Columbian spirits. I am pleased to state the samples examined 
were found free of this adulteration. In addition to this there were forty-nine samples of candy and butter colors analyzed, 
also a considerable number of syrups and honeys. Many of the latter were found adulterated with glucose, salycilic acid 
and borax. The data and names of the adulterated articles, together with provisions of the Pure Food law of this State, 
will be submitted to your Honorable Board for action. 

I respectfully suggest that Section 1, Ordinance 1055, regnlating the maintenance of stables, be amended to read: 
After the word "to" in the second line of Section 1, insert th? words "build, construct, alter, or." The reasons for this 
are prompted by the fact that the ordinance as it now stands is not effective until a premises is occupied as a stable, 
whereas its original intention was to place the sanitation under the control of the Health Department at the time the 
permit to erect said stable, was applied for at the Board of Public Works. 

This Department is continually confronted with complaints of tenants and occupants of houses of the filthy drinking 
water in their respective places of abode. Many investigations have been made relative to this, and in every instance the 
fault was found to be the result of having a filthy tank upon the roof, which w T as the source of the water supply consumed 
within the house. In several instances infectious disease has occurred in houses using water from such a source, and while 
the remedy now at our disposal, that of temporary cleaning, is at best transient in its effects, it is the only method we can 
employ. To correct this I would recommend that your Honorable body draft an ordinance, to be submitted to the Board of 
Supervisors, which shall make it unlawful for any property owner to maintain or place upon a building a tank for the 
storing of water which is to be used for human consumption. Water directly from the street main to be the source of such 
supply. 

The attention of your Board is directed to the urgent need of new horses in the Emergency Hospital Service. Those 
at present in commission are unfit to be used by reason of their physical condition, and in the event of extra work would 
be unable to perform the duties required. Several of the ambulances need painting very badly.

To the Honorable the Board of Health : 

Gentlemen— I beg to report that during the month of October 2,790 places were disinfected in the Chinese district; 

the disinfectors using for this purpose 155 pounds of bi-chloride of mercury and 4 l / 2 drums of lime. One hundred and 

thirty-one rats were caught in this district and submitted to the Marine Hospital laboratory for bacteriological examination. 

The work of wrecking the cellars of those structures condemned on Jackson street, Duncombe Alley and Jackson Court 

has been completed, and work begun upon the block bounded by Clay, Washington, Waverly and Dupont streets. Owners 

have been rapidly following our wrecking crew in replacing the old wooden floors with cement. Eight months have passed 

without a single case of contagious disease occurring in the district.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 

San Francisco, December 1, 1904. 
To the Honorable the Board of Health : 

Gentlemen— I herewith submit my report for the month of November, 1904: 

Complaint was made against the premises known as 28 Berlin street, and also 211 Berlin street, being premises 
occupied by W. Olsen and Lauberge Bros., for dairy purposes. After a hearing by the Board of Health these premises were 
ordered vacated, and on the day set for vacation an injunction was served upon the Board preventing the carrying out of 
the order. The matter is now pending before Judge Sloss. 

During the month the building at 1715 Sacramento street, occupied as a livery stable, was ordered vacated by the 
Acting Health Officer by reason of the insanitary conditions and lack of proper plumbing and drainage. An extension of 
thirty days time was granted for the carrying out of the order. No. 22 Washington Place was likewise ordered 
vacated by the Board. This order has been carried out. The premises at 140 S street South and 2223 Eighteenth avenue 
South were, after hearing by the Board, condemned and ordered vacated; this order to take effect December 10th. 

The condition of the dairy depots is gradually improving. Work is being forced along the lines of sanitary improve- 
ment to comply with the ordinances. 

During the current month there occurred a number of cases of tyro-toxicon poison as a result of eating ice cream at 
a public gathering where two hundred or more had assembled. About one-half this number betrayed symptoms of this 
poison. An investigation into the source of this particular ice cream revealed particularly unfavorable surroundings for 
the manufacture of ice cream. Orders were issued by the Board of Health to place the premises in a sanitary condition, 
and for the observance of greater caution in the handling and care of this product. This incident resulted in the examina- 
tion of sixty ice cream factories, and the rules of the Board of Health were enforced in all of these where violations of such 
rules were found. A chemical examination of samples of the product of each of these sixty factories showed fifty-three of 
said samples to be adulterated with borax. 

It is to be regretted that owing to the imperfect drafting of our present food laws, that a violation of them, e. g., the use 
of preservatives in cream, can not be prosecuted successfully in the courts. An amendment to the present ordinance will 
remedy this defect. However, the Board of Health still has the power to condemn these food products when such are found 
to be adulterated. 

During the month samples of milk from the shippers were taken at the points where such milk is received by the 
various transportation companies. Seventy-seven samples were obtained, and it is with a great deal of pleasure I have to 
report that these individual samples showed a markedly high standard of quality, only three of the seventy-seven samples 
being below the required butter-fat standard of 3.4, and these were so slightly below as not to call for radical action by 
the Board. Communications were drafted to the consignees calling their attention to the inferior quality of their milk, and 
requesting them to inform the shippers to bring their milk up to the standard. 

The "Health Hints to the Household" prepared and distributed by your Honorable Board have borne good fruit, as 

evidenced by the many testimonials received at this office as to their educational value. They have been officially recognized 

by many of the prominent health officers of the country, who have also sent written communications as to their worth; and 

New York is about to take up this educational work on similar lines. San Francisco has been generously paid the tribute 

by New York of inaugurating this instructive movement. It is but fair, however, to state that the "Hints" met with adverse 

criticism from the callow editor of a local medical journal, who failed signally in a similar effort to educate the people in 

a popular way through the columns of a local daily newspaper in the matter of guarding and preserving the health of the 

individual in the community. His rhapsodies, which may have place in a medical journal, found but scant favor when 

submitted for popular perusal. Very respectfully,

Gentlemen— The work of placing in a sanitary condition the condemned premises on the ground and cellar floors, 
in the block bounded by Washington, Jackson, Waverly and Dupont streets, has been completed. Concreting of the 
same is rapidly being installed, as well as the repair of defective plumbing. 

During the month 4,000 places were limed and disinfected; 180 pounds of bichloride of mercury. and two barrels of 
lime were used for this purpose. Sixteen blocks were covered with Danysz' virus on an average of four times a month. 
The sewers were flushed each week over the same area. Number of rats caught and submitted for bacteriological examina- 
tion, 214.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 

San Francisco, December 31, 1904. 
To the Honorable the Board of Health : 

Gentlemen— I herewith submit my report for the month of December, 1904. 

During the latter part of November and early in the present month there occurred a mild epidemic of dysentery in 
the Almshouse and the Sunset District. An investigation by this department of the water supply, the milk and food supply 
of this district developed no special cause. An investigation into the condition of the reservoir at the Almshouse revealed a 
condition of vegetative growth which needed remedying, for which the use of sulphate of copper was recommended, with the 
result that the condition of the water in the reservoir was materially benefited. An examination in our laboratories failed 
to reveal the exact cause. Amoebic and bacillary causes did not exist, so that the results of the investigation ended in the 
condition being termed an ordinary catarrhal dysentery. 

There has been an increase in the number of cases of diphtheria and scarlet fever during the present month, with a 
subsidence of cases of measles, varicella and typhoid. I have instituted a vigorous investigation into the causes of diph- 
theria and scarlatina and have ordered re-inspection of those premises with the idea that proper isolation and quarantine 
be observed. Not only have the "contacts" of school children been considered, but the occupation of the father of those 
children so infected has been ascertained and proper precaution taken to prevent the spread of contagion by reason of the 
father's contact with his fellow employees. A number of cases of typhoid were not reported by the attending physicians, 
and proper care of such cases as regards the quarantine, the disposal of excreta were not observed, hence this office took 
occasion to see that those deficiencies were corrected and that the proper regulations were enforced. 

Cases of tuberculosis during the month were reported by attending physicians to a greater extent than at any other 
time during the existence of the present ordinance relating to the notification of such cases to the Health Office. 

The medical profession is to be congratulated in thus working in harmony with the Health Department in the care of 
these cases. 

Pneumonia— Up to December 26th our statistics show that there have been seventy-six deaths from pneumonia. This 
is due to climatic conditions, and is to be expected at this season of the year. 

The general sanitary work has been carried on vigorously during the current month, and good results are being shown 
daily by reason of such inspection. During the month I directed my attention mainly to the milk supply of the smaller 
depots, restaurants and bakeries. At these places there is sold a grade of milk inferior than the milkman supplies it to 
the householder. The collection of samples from these places examined in our laboratory revealed a very low grade of milk, 
showing unmistakably that adulteration was practiced. These samples presented, on ocular inspection, a thin bluish colored 
milk which, after a chemical examination, revealed an average butter-fat standard of 2.5. As the standard required by 
your Honorable Board is 3.4, and as the exposure of such milk for sale is a clear violation of the ordinance, I caused 
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the arrest of twenty-four milk dealers for violation of the milk ordinance. I report with a great deal of pleasure, that the 
magistrates of the police courts seem to be thoroughly aroused to the sentiment of procuring a better milk supply for San 
Francisco, and there have been more convictions and fines imposed during the present month than in all the preceding 
months of the past year. The fines collected from the erring milk dealers aggregated $85, with the prospect of a much 
larger sum from offenders now before the bar of justice. 

During the month I caused an investigation into the sanitary condition of the kitchens of our local restaurants, with 
the result that this office has been furnished with information showing the deplorable sanitary condition existing in these 
places ; but with the advent of our inspecting forces on these premises there were begun immediate repairs and alterations to 
comply with our requirements, so that your Honorable Board can score another victory for cleanliness in places in which 
the public are vitally concerned. 

I would suggest that the Board of Health recommend the condemnation of land between Twenty-sixth street and 
Army street, at those points where the present streets, Bryant, York and Hampshire, intersect, so that the same could be 
extended to Army street. The grade should be established, the street should be filled in, and sewer connections carried 
through on these streets to the Army street sewer. The adjoining property could then be ordered filled in; also, that 
the Board of Health condemn all those tanneries and soap factories now emptying their sewage and drainage into 
the swamps bordering on Twenty-sixth and Army streets, and if necessary, that the Board of Supervisors be requested 
to pass an ordinance which will extend the limits for prohibited trades so as to exclude all such industries from this section, 
by reason of imperfect drainage and as a matter of general nuisance and menace to public health in a section that is rapidly 
growing. The Board should also revoke the permit granted for the establishing of a laundry at Twenty-sixth and York 
streets, for the reason of the improper facilities for the carrying off of refuse water and drainage. It would be well for the 
Board of Health to recommend to the Board of Supervisors the putting in of culverts or conduits to carry off the seepage 
water in the above-mentioned swamp as a temporary means of abating the nuisances. 

Relative to the value of the "Health Hints," issued by your Honorable Board, and of which mention was made in 
the preceding issue of the "Bulletin," I submit the following extract from the columns of the "Crier," in "Town Talk," a 
weekly journal of some note published in our city: "I sympathize with Dr. Ragan in his reply to an attack upon "Health 
Hints for Households." In the fullness of my ignorance, I was myself somewhat skeptical with regard to its value, but am 
now convinced that it was one of the most original, and perhaps valuable, experiments made in the direction of municipal 
hygiene. The Crier is never above admitting a mistake." 

At the next meeting of the Board, besides my monthly report, I shall submit a resume of the work accomplished by 

your Honorable Board in the past year. Respectfully,

THE FOLLOWING WEBB ABRESTED FOB VIOLATING THE MILK ORDINANCE: 



During the month of December our Inspectors have devoted their time to securing samples of milk from dairies, 
restaurants, groceries and bakeries, where the same is supplied. In many instances a chemical test showed the fluid was 
below the butter-fat standard, and Health Officer Ragan ordered the arrest of the violators of the ordinance. These arrests 
have had good effect. It has had a tendency to force restaurant men to supply good milk to their patrons. The average 
sample at the beginning of the investigation showed a percentage of butter fat far below the standard. At present the 
samples show the milk to be of excellent quality. Re-inspections will be made from time to time, thus insuring a better milk 
supply to this city.
